“To Punish an Enemy.”

REPORT OF CITY ATTORNEY. 


City Attorney Anderson submitted his 


annual report to council yesterday faftcr- 
ncon, 

He calls attention the 
erowing out of defective streets and side- 
walks and suggests that the streets and 
sidewalks in certain sections of ‘the city 
be improved. It would be wise’ public 
policy, he thinks, to have the sidewalks 
kept in repair at the expénse of the lot 
owners. 

Three cases are cited for the defects 
which arise. First. where the walks are 
filled in and a part? Al fill called a fence 
bed 4s made in front of the lot. No 
curbing is set at ‘the property line and as 
the earth bank gives way the bricks. slide 
with it. Second. where space for grass 
and trees is left between the sidewalk 
paving and fhe curbstone similar sliding 
takes place. Third, at intersection of al- 
leys and driveways the brick walks are 
speedily worn out. 

The remedies suggested are: 

‘1, The curbing ought tto be set at 
both sides of the paving. 

“2, Ought to be abolished or lot owners 
compelled to keep ‘the grass space filled 
and sodded. 

“3.. Better material than brick should 
be used at intersecting alleys and drive- 
ways.”’ 

He refers to the opening and closing 
of ditches as a fruitful source of trou- 
ble and thinks all openings, closings and 
repairs should be made-at the 
of the pariy in whose interest it is done. 

Mention is made of the bil! passed 
by the legislature requiring all claims 
against cities and towns to be presented 
to the eity authcrities for settlement be- 
fore s.it is brcught and also of the bill 
relative to the right of a city ‘to issue 
bonds upon a two-thirds vote of the citi- 
zens. 

Attention called to the new ctty 
code and special mention is made of the 
work done upon it by Deputy City Clerk 
W. J. Campbell ana also of the help 
given by Alderman Rice and Councilman 
LaHatte.

“The contract forthe printing of the 
cod3 was made with the Byrd Printing 
Company, and 750 copies of the book 
were ordered. A few copies of the same 
have been delivered, and partial payment 


has been made the Byrd Printing Com- 


pany, as shown by the boaks in the 
comptroller’s office. <A full settlement 
for the printing-and binding cannot be 
made until all fhe books are delivered. 
The bill for.same will Come within the 
appropriation for compiling and publish- 
ing a new code.

As we stand upon the threshold of a new ovantn of siiteliy, it is well 
to scan the field and to mark the. _ wherein our energies‘ shquid. | be 
directed. 

The period into which we have entered has its natural scalanaiuie 
just as are to be discerned in connection of every preceding change of 
time. One year ago'The Constitution, looking upon the general condi- 
tion as it then existed, saw that the field of activity to be addressed was 
that of the farm. : : ; 

For vears our farming community had been drifting. aimlessly into a 
condition of bankruptcy and demoralization. It was evident that the fault 
could not be in the country, for a ¢icher soil and a kindlier nature never 
served the purpose of man than is to be found throughout the length 
and breadth of the southern states of the union. Neither could the fault 
be traced to the people, for were they not the veritable pioneers who had 
builded up this great republic, whofrom the infant colony of Georgia to 
the older communities of South and North Carolina and up to the aris- 
tocratie homes of Virginia, had furnished the blood for the defense and 
the brains for the promotion of this country, which has now spread it- 
self beyond the seas? is 

~The fault, therefore, being neither in the land nor in the people, had 
to be traced back-to economic conditions growing, out of a market upon 
a false basis and of slavery to a foreign master. As a first effort to 
escape from these false conditions our people were urged to begin the 
work of rural independence by living at home, which was interpreted by 
raising home: supplies, cutting off the imports, but increasing the ex- 
ports. We had the richest crop in the world, and the best evidence of its 
intrinsic value was that it has notonly for thirty years saved the balance 
of trade to the country at large, but it was able*to tide our people, even 
though in poverty, over a condition of commercial demoralization such as 
had never existéd. The alarm sounded was taken up, our people became 
interested, the farm revived as a subject of discussion, and there was not 
a man in the furrow from one end of this section to the other but who 
straightened up and felt an imptlse which had not been experienced for 
a generation. The work of reform began in the little cabin—the motto 
was to live at home, to raise home supplies and to make the staple crop 
a surplus crop. Approaching the market period it was discovered that 
with singular unanimity our farmers had worked together and that they 
were able to face the fateful days of September with equanimity and 
confidence. They overcame the conspiracy formed to bear the market 
upon them, and today they stand with debts paid, with some money left 
and with a confidencé in themselves which must make itself felt during 
the coming years. 

It may be said, therefore, that the problem of 1899 ee seftled itself; 


the agricultural revolution thus happily started will contMmue and our. 


people will never again permit themselves to be sacrificed beneath the 
wheels of a commercial Juggernaut. Another revolution, however, is im- 
minent. Its influences are already round-about us, and the great work of 
1900 must be the”-development of our manufacturing resources. While 
our farmers are raising $300,000,000 of raw product, it would be the 


height of folly and commercial insanity for our men of business to per-” 


mit the six hundred or nine hundred million dollars which is involved 
in the manufacture of this staple togo abroad. Not-until our business 
men prove their capacity to be equal to that of a can it 
be said that we have seized the opyortunity which rightfully belongs to 
us. 

The hundreds of millions of dollars which we permit tq slip through 
our fingers must be garnered and kept at home! | 

In this way we can build up a rich commercial and manufacturing 
class, which, uniting its fortunes with those of our agriculturists, will 
make our country irresistible. 

As has been said, the evidences of this new revolution are 
round about us. When, but a few weeks ago, our farmers were threht- 
ened by a conspiracy which controlled the market, it was the local. mill 
men of the south who came to the rescue. Four million bales of cotton 
had to be képt on this side of the water. ‘The effort to secure the first 
four millions was the one which saved the situation and threw the mil- 
lers of England and the continent into consternation. The main part of 
this work was done by the millerg who were local in the smaller towns 
of the southern states. While New York was quoting cotton at 7 cents 
and Atlanta, Savannah. and New Orleans were hovering about the edge of 
6 1-2 cents, Griffin, Monroe, Jackson, Elberton and other towns where 
there were local] mills kept the cotton at home by offering 8 cents. 

Herein lay the secret, then, of the triumph of the year 1899, and in the 
$2,000,000,000 which is the remuneration for the manufacture of the cotton 
product of the world, liesthe jnducement which should compel our business 
men to get together and increase our milling strength until the spindles 
of the south should, be equal to the demands of the whole world. This 
is not an idle dream, for within the six past years the spindles of the 
south alone have increased more than 100 per cent, and during the com- 
ing vear the spindles of the United States will demand another half mil- 
lion of the cotton product to be kept at home. No one understands 
this situation better than the big mill men of Old and New England. 
When we see the Massachusetts mills of Lowell invest half a million 
dollars /in a new mill near Rome; when we find Amory, Brown & Co. in- 
vesting nearly a million dollars in Cordova, Ala., we can readily under- 
stand: that these men are not moved by motives of local enthusiasm, be- 
cause their very work is a reflection upon the eligibility of the places in 
which their big investments have already been made. They have been 
‘forced into the south by the impelling power of self interest, and by the 
inducements which’ they see ahead of them in our section. They come 
BECAUSE THERE IS MONEY TO BE MADE HERE, and not to gratify 
any sentimental feeling. : 

It has been truly said that there is no sentiment in money: Therefore, 
that judgment which piaces nearly a million dollars in Cordova. and 
which planted nearly half a million dollars in Lindale is dry and dusty 
with the thoughtfulness of thrift and gain. These are but examples of 
what is going on. 

The Constitution welcomes our friends of Massachusetts, of Rhode 
Island and of Connecticut into this great work of development. We hope 
that their numbers will increase and that the time will come when not 
only their factories, but their business houses as well, will come down 
to the field, instead of remaining at the mercy of railroad combinations. 
Sut while we welcome these gentlemen, we cannot but regret to see our 
kith and kindred neglecting the opportunities which rightfully belong to 
them. The field is as open to them as it is to New Engiand;(the mar- 
ket is as accessible to them as jt is to either Old or New England, and 
the business skill necessary for the carrying on of textile industries can 
as-readily be educated right here as anywhere else in the world. When 
we look at the work done in Columbus, in Griffin, in Spartanbure, in New- 
nan and similar towns we cannot but feel a thrill of pride in those earn- 
est southern men who have blazed the way into manufacturing and into 
the disposition of their output. They began as the pioneers of a mighty 
industry, with all of the doors closed against them; they had to push 
their way through adverse commission agents and learn the methods by 
which to reach foreign markets, but they proved themselves equal to the 
task, until’now South Carolina notonly manufactures over one-third of 
her cotton crop, but finds a ready sale for it in the heart of China, with- 
out a New York go-between as commission agent’ What has been ac- 
complished by these towns can be taken up and accomplished by every 
other town in the state and throughout the south. There is not a town 
in this whole section into which cotton is brought that cannot make money 
by manufacturing it instead of by shipping it. 

This leads us up to the great work of the year in which we have en- 
tered. In September next a new cotton crop will be’ thrown upon the 
market. There will be the usual three hundred millions standing ready 
to buy it; there will be the naked hundreds of millions of people to be 
clothed; there will be the merchants of the world ready to buy the man- 
ufactured product for this purpose, 

That product must come from the fields of the south. WHY NOT GO 
MANUFACTURE IT AS WELL? F 

During the time while the farmer is pitching his crop, jaying it by ana 
preparing for market a hundred mills might be built in as many of our 


‘towns, to take it up and to manufacture it and to reap the profit which 


otherwise will go to foreign mills. The profit. which they will make in the 
single item of transportation alone will be itself enough to pay them 
abundantly for the enterprise. As the result of this work there will be 
employment for thousands of operatives; these operatives in turn must 
be supplied with -breadstuffs and dairy products, whieh must come from 


the farmers of the surrounding country. Thus we can establish our own

The past year has been one of exceptional 
features in regard to the movements of cot- 
ton. The year commenced and for a consider- 
able time continued upon a very low plane 
of speculative interest. In the absencé of out- 
side or public support the market dragged 
through the first few months of the year with 
a sullen, dogged resistance on the part of 
holders; notwithstanding which, however, 
prices gradually’ worked lower with many 
traders confidently believing that there would 
be no turn for the better until 5c for middling 
cotton had been reached. But the lowest point 
at which cotton sold during the calendar year 
was §.38 for September delivery. This figure 
was current just before the floods of Texas 
were being talked about, with damages claim- 
ed to be yery great. The flood damage stories 
were followed by claims of drought more or 
less generally prevalent throughout the cot- 
ton belt. Testimony as to the extent of dam- 
age from these causes was singularly unan- 
imous. Yet the response made by the mar- 
ket was for a long time most slu€gish. This 
reluctance was largely accounted for by the 
H. M. Neill, 
who estimated a record-breaking cotton crop, 
notwithstanding the claims of devastation by 
flood and drought. The Commercial Advér- 
tiser promptly questioned the Neill figures and 
warned its readers against, accepting tht 12,- 
000,000 bale crop estimdtés, once current.

In glane- 
ing over the work of the past twelve months 
a .remarkably creditable result is seen. and 
I think that we may be pardoned for pointing 
to it with some feeling of pride. Although 
the expenses of the city increase each year 
and the tax rate remains the same as it has 
been since lowered several years ago, much 
has been done in the way of improvements.

This bridge 
has undoubtedly greatly enhanced the value

A kind and all wise providence aided an 
fndustrious and energetic people in directing 
that public benefactor, Andrew Carnegie, in 
his noble gift to the city, which has been the 
cause of the establishment of a free circulat- 
ing library such as should cause a throb of 
joy to every heart in Atlanta. 

That it is one of. the city’s most valuable 
possessions there is no doubt, for it is one 
of the blessings in which all may participate 
and receive benefit: It may be enjoyed alike 
by milifonaire and pauper and with profit to 
both. The cheapest and one of the best in- 
vestments to be made of the public funds ts 
the education of the masses; the upbuilding 
and strengthening of the minds of the whole 
people; the placing of the means for gaining 
knowledge within the grasp of all who are 
thirsting for it. This is probably better done 

through a free library than by any 
method. When all details have been completed 
Atlanta will have a library 
in the country except in the number of volumes 
upon its shelves. So carefully has every item 
been attended to incident to its opening that 
the attention of Mr. Carnegie has been again 
attracted and he has added $25,000 to his 
original gift of $100,000. 

Within a few weeks we will probably see 
the work of construction of the federal prison 
begun. All details that were necessary for 

the city to arrange have been carefully at- 
tended to and completed. Nothing now remains 
to retard the government in beginning work 
except the arrangements such as may be nec- 
essary to he made with architects and con- 
tractors. The benefits to be derived from its 
erection are numerous and will be lasting 
and increasing. The construction of the build- 
ing alone will cause the expenditure of a con- 
siderable sum and give employment to a large 
number of skilled artisans and laborers. Should 
the effort now underway to secure the em- 
ployment of home labor and material in its 
{ buflding succeed, the advantages from its con- 
struction will be greatly increased. The trade 
which will be brought to the merchants of 
the city when the building is occupied will 
amount to a considerable sum annually. Add 
to these the importance given to any locality 
by such recognition from the government and 
it is easy to see the value of the federal prison 
is not to be lightly or even easily estimated. 

For many years the necessity of a building

Is it our duty to educate and try to make 
better citizens out of these children, or shall 
we allow them to remain helpless in their 
present condition and grow up in ignorance, 
vice and immorality to fill the chaingangs and 
penitentiaries.. I am of the earnest belief that 


money spent in education is money the best 


extent that the actually indespensible improve- 
ments could not be made and at the same 
time keep the different departments of the 
city up to the proper necessities. 

On account 0f this general reduction it is 
apparent that the public schools have suffered 
most. There 18 but one way to remedy this 
defect in any One year, and that is to add 
a special tax Of about % of | per cent to the 
regular tax rate for school ‘purposes.

HOLDS UP THE FRANCHISE 


Says Litigation Should Be Stopped 
Before Favors Are Granted. 


GIVES REASONS IN PLAIN LANGUAGE 


Says New Features Are Presented 
Which Makes It Different from 
Georgia Co.’s Franchise. 


Mayor ‘Woodward yesterday. sent tv 
the council a message vetoing the grant 
given the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Compeny to lay conduits in the streets 
for furnishing light nd power to busi- 
ness houses. 

The mayor makes some lively comment 
in giving his reasons for the action, and 
declares that this company should re- 
ceive no more grants until it ceases to 
questicn the authority of the city in 
maitters now pending. 

The Ciscussion of the message was the 


feature of yesterday's meeting of the 
council. The message in full follows: 
Atlanta, Ga., December 26, 1899.—To the 


General Council—Gentlemen: I return to your 
honorable body, without my approval, the fran- 
chises granted to. the ‘Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company at your last meeting for the 
privilege of laying underground conduits for 
wires for heating, electric lights and power, for 
the following reasons: 

1. The franchise as granted by your honor- 
able body includes two subject matters, viz: 
The granting of permission to place their pow- 
er wires for operating their street car lines 
under ground, which is correct, as your body 
some time since passed a general ordinance 
requiring that all overhead wires within the 
fire limits of the city should be placed under 
ground within two years’ time. The other sub- 
ject, which is an entirely new matter and 
which should be applied for and passed upon 
separately, is that which contemplates elec~- 
tricky for lights, heat and power for sale to 
the public. As stated, the first named should 
be granted without reservation or hindrance 
but should not be allowed to carry with it an 
entirely new franchise. ° 

2. The second part of the grant as passed 
contains an entirely new feature for this com- 
pany—that of laying conduits for wires for 
heating, lighting and power for sale. This 
part of the grant contains no time limit for 
beginning this part of the work or for its 
completion, nor are there any reservations 
whatever made or implied, neither is there 
any bond requlred: 


Grant Is Unreserved. 


The grant is simply an unreserved one and 
covers a perilod.of more than twenty years. 
The company could hold that franchise for 
Space in the streets for that time and never 
build, or it could lay the conduits and lease 
them out for profit. In either event the city 
would be the losery for it would be getting 
no return for the use of its streets, nor would 
it be getting the benefits to be derived from 
competition. If this part of the franchise is 
to be granted at all at this time, it should be 
done under the strictest kind of contract re- 
Servations, and the company should be re- 
quired to give a good and sufficient bond for 
faithfully carrying out the provisions of the 
contract. It should also contain a forfeiture 


clause including the conduits and all construc- | 


them, 


tion in the streets in case of selling out to a | 


competing company. In view of late develop- 
ments in the street car lines of the city and 
the utter disregard and contention against the 
reservations made by the general council in 
the past, it is evident that very stringent meas- 
ures should be used in the future. 
Company in Contempt. 

The third, and as I view it, very important 
reason, fs should the general council grant to 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company any 
other franchises of any kind whatever while 
they are in contempt of its authority. Your 
body has been very generous to that company 
and its predecessors in the past in grant- 
it franchises and extensions. On account 
of that generosity it has grown from a smal]! 


corporation of a few hundred thousand dol- 
lars to that of one, as 1 understand it, of 
$7,000,000. Yet, in granting these franchises, 


the council’ made certain reservations and one 
of them was the right to condemn as much 
as five blocks on any one ‘of its lines for the 
purpose of letting competing lines be built and 
thus better accommodate all of our people. 

A few months ago a new company came into 
the fleld and asked for franchises at your 
hands, After weeks of earnest work upon your 
part and several days spent in hearing learned 
counsel pro and con, you agreed that it was 
to the best interests of Atlanta to grant the 
new company the franchises asked for, but 
not until after you had passed the strongest 
kind of laws against the possibility of selling 
out to a cgmpetitor and the demanding of ; 
large bond that the different lines should be 
built as granted. 

When the city of Atlanta attempted to carry 
out its rights of reservation of condemnation 
it was stopped by injunction in the United 
States courts, and that by a company it had 
been so generous to in granting franchises. 

The new company is not only unable to give 
competition in street car service, but the work- 
ing people of Atlanta and the merchants are 
being deprived of the hundreds of thousands 


of dollars that would be expended in the 
building of these new lines. 
A Loss to City. 
Atlanta herself is a large sufferer by this 


litigation and delay as the Collins Park and 
Belt line generously offered and is now required 


to pay $50,000 toward the building: of a 
viaduct over that death trap at Whitehall 
street crossing. . 


After consulting with one of the railroad 
authorities, 1 am thoroughly satisfied that the 
city would be in a position next year to span 
those tracks with a beautiful and substantial 
Viaduct if it were so that we could seurce 
that $50,000. 

That would mean large sums of money 
pended in the erection of new buildings on 
either side of both Whitehall and Peachtree 
streets between Alabama and Marietta streets. 

I am strongly impressed with the idea that 
no more franchises should be granted the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company until it 
has purged itself of contempt of the authority 
of your body in the exercise of the right of 
reservation. 

It may be expected to hear the cry- from 
interested parties of an attempt to throttle 
competition by holding back the erection of a 
new lighting plant, but, from that same 
source comes the fact that they are throttling 
competition in the street railroad business and

I believe in competition, both as to electric |

standing for a street railroad, and one for 
an electric Hight plant, there would be noth- 
ing phenomenal in compromising the whole 
matter by an agreement that one should retain 
his street car monopoly and the other his elec- 
tric lighting plant, and competition in both 
would be set aside for years. 

In conclusion, there is one other strong rea- 
son why your body should refuse to give 
further grants to the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. In granting franchises to 
the different lines that comprise that company 
the general council, as I stated above, reserved 
the right to condemn as much as five blocks 
on any of its lines to allow a competing line 
to reach the center of the city. 

The contention in the bill ‘of {njunction 
against the city is that it has no authority to 
even attempt to exercise such a right. Al- 
though the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany system is composed of several different 
lines and about five different compantes origi- 
nally, and that reservation was made on each 
line, yet in’ their contention they claim that 
the city only has the right to condemn five 
blocks of their entire system, apd that two 
blocks of that has been expended by condem- 
nation for the Atlanta Street Railway Com- 
pany, a company that is owned and controlled 
by the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
at this time—acquired by purchase to prevent 
competition—and that the city now has the 
right. to condemn, of their entire system, only 
three blocks more. 

If that should prove true, it would practically 
end competition for all tlme. 

Now, if the contention they make against 
the city in their injunction is correct, and the 
city.has been proceeding all these years. in 
the dark in making these reservations, -yet 
the company has not questioned them, but 
accepted the grants of council and built under 
is it not time for your body to call.a 
halt until you know what you are doing? 

If what has been done in the past proves 
of naught, you should adopt other methods 
that will prove more effective and secure these 
benefits for the people that has been your hon- 
est intentions to preseryp. 

Some Street Car History. 
This is a matter of serious import to the city 

Atlanta and all of her people. Last year 
you had strong grounds for hope that a well 
fortified competitor in the Atlanta Railway 
Company had secured a foothold against the 
Consolidated Street Ratlway Company. The 
Atlanta Railway Company applied for several 
grants on streets that had no street caf con- 
venience, and the general council granted. the 
request. Thfe litigation and result that follow- 
ed is too fresh in the 
warrant a recital now. 

Suffice it to say that the whole matter was 
carried on in the courts for delay, and suc- 
too, for the Atlanta Railway Com- 
and Consolidated Railroad Company 
of last year form the Atlanta Railway 
Power Company of today.
